All w ere believed to live

Francisco. All were arrested separate­ 
ly.

All six w ere charged with m urder, 
conspiracy to com m it m urder and oth­ 
er charges involved in the shootings. 
Police refused to com m ent on re­ 
ports that the suspects w ere connected 
with a black underground group which 
com m itted the killings in “ initiation 


rites” , as reported by a San Francisco 


t e l e v i s i o n station Tuesday night. 


KRON-TV said the group was organ­ 


ized nationwide. 


B arca said the operation began about 
5 a.m . when the heavily arm ed arm y 
of officers gathered, then dispersed to 
m ake th^ arrests. 


The “ Z ebra” killers are believed to 
have carried out 18 random shootings 
of white men and women on San F ran­ 
cisco streets since November. Twelve 
of the victim s died. 
Barca also refused to com m ent on 
w hether another m an, presum ably an 


inform er, was being held in protective 


custody. M ayor Joseph L. Alioto an­ 


nounced Monday he had m et with an 


inform ant in a secret m eeting early 


Saturday m orning and that as a result 


of this m eeting, “ people could feel sa­ 
fer.” 
Alioto also said Monday police were 
seeking four suspects and hinted a r­ 
rests w ere im m inent. 
The terro r killings began last Nov. 
25 wrhen grocer Saleem E rak at was 
killed n ear the San Francisco Civic 
Center. Through the month of Decem­ 
ber there were seven m ore of the shoot­ 


ings in which a black assailant would 


approoach white men or women on the 


street and shoot them with a pistol 


without speaking. 


After a m onth’s break, the frighten­

“wanted things."

Discussing money demands made by 
the burglars, Dean said presidential 
lawyer Herbert Kalmbach had “ raised 
some cash.” Nixon said he would “cer­ 
tainly keep" a Cuban commtitee for­ 
med as a cover for the money “ for 
whatever it is worth." But Dean said 
as a result of the defendant’s cash de­ 
mands, he, Ehrlichman. Haldeman and 
Mitchell could be guilty of obstruction 
of justice. 
The Cuban committee, Nixon said la­ 
ter in nsking! whether it would be obst­ 
ructing justice, would be a good cover 
because it had priests on it.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wage-price 
controls expired at one minute past 
midnight today, and President Nixon 
urged business leaders to cooperate in 
holding down prices.

Chamber of Commerce. 


“ If the tires of inflation continue to 
burn too brightly,” he said, “ the de­ 
mand for controls will come up again 
in the country and will be reflected in 
the Congress." 


Nixon also promised new' action soon 
to stimulate the slumping housing in­ 
dustry. 
Several Senate Democrats are fight­ 
ing to re-impose Nixon’s wage-price 
control authority, but their effort ap­ 
peared to be faltering. One blow came 
Tuesday when House Speaker Carl Al­ 
bert said that if Nixon couldn’t make 
the old controls work, he shouldn’t be 
given new authority. 
Pushing for new control authority 
were Sens. Edmund S. Mtiskie, Maine: 


J. Bennett Johnston Jr., La., and Adlat 
E. Stevension III, 111. 


Their bill would restore authority to 
monitor the economy, give Nixon the 
right 
to enforce 
price 
agreements 
made before April 30 and give him 
standby authority to reinstate wage- 
price controls on particular segments 
ot the economy to meet dire surges of 
inflation. 


Industries freed from controls as leg­ 
islation expired today included steel, 
copper, machinery, food processing, 
health 
services, 
construction, 
drugs 
and tobacco. They are now free to 
raise their prices. Controls on other in­ 
dustries had already been removed by 
government action. 


This leaves virtually the entire U.S. 
economy free of wage-price controls 
tor the first time since Aug. 15, 1972. 
Petroleum prices, however, will con­ 
tinue to be controlled by the Federal 
Energy Office, which operates under 
separate legislation.

I need information about having 
my case re-examined. 
Also I would like to know if hearings in institutions are legal 
it the crime is serious and if a serious charge can be brought 
to court. 


1 w as locked in isolation for suspicion of dealing pills. To me 
this is a very serious charge. 1 wanted it brought to court but 
my request was denied. 
The institution officials brought me in front of their kang­ 
aroo court and found me guilty only on hearsay evidence. 
I wanted the medical doctor here to be a witness. I wTOte to 
him but my letter was not allowed to get to him. I asked the 
earing director if I could have the doctor and two medical 
technician assistants as witnesses on my behalf. He said it 
was not important. 
This would have had a great bearing on my behalf. 1 also 
asked if I could have a lawyer. This was denied. I more or 
less proved that it was impossible for me to get pills out of the 
hospital or into the institution as I had not had any \1sits at 
the time involved. I was not found with any pills. 
I’m only 20 and have been here since August 1973. I was 
given a year. I just went to the parole board again and was 
gi\ en another year. The whole situation is a disaster to me. 
—W. B., Ontario. 


We are told by Lawrence M. Gassner, attorney for the Po­ 
mona Valley Chapter. American Civil Liberties Union, that the 
immediate appointment of counsel is still denied in California 
for in-prison hearings relating to parole rights. 
One of the arguments that the state uses to deny counsel in 
such m atters is that the hearings are not prosecuted by a dis- 
tiict attorney or another attorney but are handled entirely by 
parole and prison personnel on an informal basis. 
Gassner pointed out that these nonlegal persons may be ex­ 
traordinarily capable and expert in their special areas so that 
the prisoner is as inadequately represented as though he were 
opposing a licensed attorney. 
He said application to court for immediate appointment of 
counsel would not help you since you are not presently in­ 
volved in any legal proceeding in which you are entitled to 
counsel. 
ihe only remedy the attorney could suggest was that you 
file a petition for writ of habeas corpus asking for legal relief 
for your grievances. 
You might state in that petition that the hearing given you 
was inadequate procedurally, that you were not represented 
by counsel, thai findings were made against you without ade­ 
quate evidence or in the face of overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary, Gassner said. 
This petition might cause the court to appoint counsel for 
you for judicial hearing. 
Although there is no way for you to obtain an attorney ex­ 
cept by private arrangem ent. Gassner said forms for such a 
petition are available at prisons and there are usually “jaii- 
house lawyers” around to assist in its preparation. 
Gassner said, ‘‘We are now reaching the stage where prisons 
may be required to maintain an attorney on the staff if jail- 
house lawyers are not available.” He commented that you 
might suggest that need in your petition.

Extension granted to CATV firm 


POMONA — Nation Wide Cablevision 
Inc., sole hoider of a franchise to oper­ 
ate a community antenna television 
system here, will have four additional 
years to complete the construction of a 
city-wide CATV system. 
City officials said the extension was 
necessary because the firm had failed 
to meet the 
term s 
of an 
original 
agreem ent entered into with the City 
Council in May of 1969. 
Nation Wide won the franchise in 
1969 in competition with a number of 
other companies, including some which 
have since gone out of the CATV busi­ 
ness. 
Extension of the deadline to March 1. 


1978. came with the 5-0 council approv­ 
al Monday of an amendment to a city 
ordinance and revision of the agree­ 
ment, last amended in March of 1972. 
A spokesman for Nation Wide said 
the entire city system would stretch 
tor about 200 miles and at present, un­ 
dergrounding has been completed in 
the Ganesha Hills area. 


He said tiiat as part of the agree­ 
ment the firm was paying the city $1,- 
500 a year for a non-exclusive fran­ 
chise and also would underground city 
fire alarm equipment. 
City Atty. Patrick Sampson advised 
the council that under the agreement 


that existed, the city could have filed a 


lawsuit against the bonding company 


that posted a $250,000 faithful perfor­ 
mance bond and the cable company. 
Sampson said he was informed the 
funds needed to complete the system 
would be “ far in excess” of the $250,- 
000.

Low pay but 
look at benefits 


\Miile they are busy giving so much attention to 
President Nixon's tax problems. Americans ought to 
consider another perspective regarding his “seem ­ 
ing financial avarice,” suggests one writer. 
This is the unfortunate fact, writes columnist Ke­ 
vin P. Phillips, “that our dollar-mincied culture, to­ 
gether with the exalted domestic and international 
status of our chief executives, focuses a very real 
psychological pressure on presidents to get enough 
money to sustain their egos and lifestyles after leav­ 
ing office.“ 
Richard Nixon s “hungry, careless quest“ to drive 
his fortune over the 81-million m ark, claims Phillips, 
is only part of a pattern established by at least the 
last three presidents. 
Even a $200,000-a-year salary isn’t enough, he 
says. Relative to the grandeur and importance of 
their jobs, plus the omnipresent m aterialism of U .S. 
culture, our American presidents have been under­ 
paid. 
He points out that had Mr. Nixon been the presi­ 
dent of one of the country’s huge coporations, and 
during five years in office had negotiated an end to 
at crippling 11-year war. 
broken new ground 
in 
overseas relations and put an end to city rioting, he 
would probably have received large bonuses and 
stock options which almost certainly* would have 
made him a millionaire. 
But as President, he got no bonus for ending the 
war in Vietnam, nor any stock options for concluding 
agreem ents with China or Russia. 
Granting Phillips’ premise that our presidents are 
underpaid and that their pursuit of the dollar is a 
reflection of. or on. our m aterialistic culture, he 
overlooks another kind of “stock option” available 
to them that no corporation executive could buy 
with any’ amount of money. 
And that is the chance to carve a lasting niche in 
history as a great and respected leader — to change 
history itself for the better. 
Only history can judge how’ much of that chance 
Richard Nixon forfeited by his “hungry, careless 
quest" for wealth. And only 
Richard Nixon can 
know in his heart how much of that wealth he would 
now gladly forfeit for another chance to win the 
esteem of living and future Americans. 


Top twelve 
swayers of U.S 


Who Runs A m erica? 
Thai was the b a s ic question in a survey conducted 
and published by I ’.8. News and World Report in an 
effort to find out just who are the twelve individuals 
who. for good or bad, exert the greatest influence 
on the course our nation takes. 
Those approached were in themselves outstanding 
leaders in the full gamut of American life. They 
were asked to list “ the five men or women who, in 
your opinion, are the most influential in the United 
States today. USN&WR defined “most influential'' 
as meaning “Those persons who by exercising (with 
emphasis on that word) their abilities, reputation, 
power or wealth, most deeply affect the course of 
national events.’’ 
Fat and away the most influential two, in the opi­ 
nion of some 500 respondents, were President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, in first place, and Secretary ot State 
Henry Kissinger, second. Nixon's score on a range 
of 5 for first place to 1 for fifth, was 1.773; Ki>si- 
nger’s. 1,409. Below them the gap was wide, labor 
glam George Meany in third place topping the oth­ 
ers with 404 points. 
The other nine, in descending order, were Ralph 
Nader. David Rockefeller* “ the Kissinger of private 
capital." Chiel Ju stice W arren Burger, former Se­ 
cretary of the Treasury George P. Schultz, and his 
successor William E. Simon, Vice President Gerald 
Ford. Representative Wilbur D. M ilk, Senator Mike 
Mansfield, and Senator Edward Kennedy 
No women cam e close, although Mrs. Katharine 
Graham , publisher of the Washington Post topped 
all entries in the newspaper field. 
Significantly, the respondents named Television as 
the most influential organization or institution. The 
W hite House and Supreme Court 
shared second 
place, newspapers were fourth and labor fifth in the 
list of 18. 
Among the m ajor implications ol the survey found, 
by U.S. News & World Report is the rise of organ­ 
izational influence over individual. “W e’re in a po­ 
wer vacuum. . .a lam ine ol political leadership."

Truman era to more than $17 million 
during the first five years of the Nixon 
Administration. This is more than the 
combined salaries of all United States 
Presidents." 
President Nixon is lectured lor "im - 
posmg burdens on the taxpa\ers of the 
mition. Maintaining nrivate residences 
f-t use a few days each year,” scolds 
the report, “ imposes a heavy burden 
on the public treasury, .. . 


"1 unds needed to provide presiden­ 
tial security should be. havg been and 
are really available. 
However, every 
dollar that is diverted into nonscwurity 
expenditures under this program is a 
dollar that is not then available to pro­ 
vide needed additional security." 
This is the latest word on a scandal 
we pried open on Oct. 3, 1972, when we 
reported that the taxpayers were fi­ 
nancing improvements at President Ni­ 
xon’s San Clemente estate. A House 
subcom m ittee, headed by Rep 
Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., conducted an exhaus­ 
tive investigation.

arbitrator. 
Ed Garvey, the NFLPA executive di­ 
rector, urged the players not to pay 
the fines 
and 
said 
the association 
would not sign a new contract with the 
league without a clause to protect play­ 
ers against such abuses. 
Calling Rozelle’s action “ McCarthy- 
ism at its best,” Garvey told a news 
conference Tuesday the NFLPA has 
listed 57 dem ands it wants in its new 
contract, but that the league has not 
yet replied. 
“ Pete Rozelle does not understand 
the meaning of due process,” Garvey 
said. “ Rozelle makes up the rules with­ 
out consulting the players, hires a pri­ 
vate police force to enforce those rules, 
determ ines who should be investigated 
and sits and listens to hearsay evi­ 
dence 
and 
unsupported 
allegations 
against players. 
“ Rozelle then acts as grand jury, 
prosecutor, judge, jury and appellate 
court. Most im portant, he can destroy 
a person’s career by simply stating 
publicly that the player is guilty.” 
Im partial arbitrators are used in oth­ 
er sports leagues to settle disputes, but 
in the NFL all appeals from Rozelle 
decisions go right back to Rozelle him­ 
self for a ruling, Garvey said. 
Last Friday Rozelle fined Charger 
General M anager Harland Svare and 
eight players a total of $20,000 and the 
San Diego club another $20,000 for al­ 
leged use of drugs during training 
cam p and also during the regular sea­ 
son. Svare and the players also were 
placed on probation. 
Garvey said he had no indication of 
“ illegal” use of drugs by any of the 
Chargers and certainly no use of any 
“hard drugs” such as heroin or co­ 
caine.

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Fruit can stretch, enhance meat 


FRESH CORN CASSEROLE 


Today’s prices force many 
to cut down the amount of 
meat bought each week to a 
minimum. 
"A little meat plus someth­ 
ing to expand it” is now the 
market order. But deciding 
what that ‘‘something else” 
will be is a problem. Spag­ 
hetti. dried beans and peas, 
noodles are all good selec­ 
tions. But they do become a 
bit monotonous after a time. 
What other choices are there? 
Fruit is a delicious sugges­ 
tion. Fresh, frozen, canned or 
dried — serve it with meat, 
eggs, fish or poultry for a 
w e l c o m e change. In the 
Orient, Middle East and Eur­ 
ope fruit is a regular part of 
many main dishes. 
An add to those who want to 
use fruit is ‘‘Fruits in Cook­ 
ing” by Robert Ackart. It of­ 
fers more than 500 fruit reci­ 
pes, many combining fruits 
with meat and other protein 
foods such as fish, eggs and 
poultry. The book also an­ 
swers the question of what to 
serve with meat and other fa­ 
miliar foods and contains a 
brief history of each type of 
fruit. 
The author knows his way 
with food. He wrote “ To Set 
Before a 
King” and “ 100 
Menu Chicken Book,” which 
was a Cook Book Guild selec­ 
tion. His recipes for fruit 
dishes are fresh, lively and 
workable. They make cooking 
with 
fruit 
seem 
sensible. 


t e mpt n g and economical. 
(“ Cooking With Fruit,” by 
Robert Ackart, published by 
Macmillan, $9.95.) 
As an example, let’s start 
with 
American 
Onion 
and 
Apple Pie. using six eggs for 
a hearty supper dish. Another 
recipe using five eggs is Avo­ 
cado Souffle. This has a Mexi­ 
can accent. Served after a 
clear soup, it can make a sat­ 
isfying light supperdish. From 
the West Indies there is a 
Baked Omelet and Avocado, 
using six eggs. 
Shrimp are expensive, but 
canned shrimp will do for the 
Chinese recipe for Shrimp 
and Banana Curry, or Shrimp 
and Apricots. 
From the Frnech he gives 
us Lamb and Cherries, which 
uses the less-expensive shoul­ 
der of 
lamb. 
Then 
from 
American cooks comes Pork 
Butt with Cransberries. An 
excellent, relatively low-cost 
dinner. 
The Greeks like Pork Stew 


and Lemon. The Italiams also 
like the flavor of lemon — 
SPazzate (bits of veal in le­ 
mon sauce), if you can afford 
veal! 
For fish, try Poached Fish 
With Prune Sauce using Cali­ 
fornia dried pitted prunes. A 
Czechoslovak recipe if for 
Chicken, Peach and Bulgar 
and uses dry peach halves. 
Dried fruits such as prunes 
and raisins help add needed 
iron to the diet and many Eu­ 
ropean countries import quan­ 
tities of California dried fruits 
for their baking and main 
dishes. “ Fruits in Cooking” 
supplies several recipes using 
dried fruits. One is Ground 
Lamb With Dried fruits and 
Lentils, 
a 
dish 
from 
the 
Middle East. And from Cuba 
comes Beef with Raisins. 
This quick rundown of the 
recipes from the book may at 
least give you some appetiz­ 
ing ideas of the many combi­ 
nations of fruit and meat used 
in many countries.

How to keep 


(food) cool 


in emergency 


Have 
you 
ever 
thought 
about what you would do if 
your home freezer stopped 
running? If your freezer does 
stop running or the electricity 
goes off for some time, you 
can take special precautions 
to keep your food from spoil­ 
ing. 
Follow one of these rules, 
and you stand a good chance 
of preserving > our food. 
Keep the freezer closed. 
Open it only to take food out 
for transport or to add dry 
ice. Try' to determine how 
long the current will be off, 
and how long the food will 
keep. The length of time food 
will stay frozen depends on: 
— The amount of food in 
the freezer. A full freezer will 
stay cold many hours longer 
than a freezer only a quarter 
full. 


— The kind of food. A free­ 
zer full of meat will not 
warm up as fast as a freezer 
of baked food. 
— The temperature of the 
food. The colder the food, the 
longer it will stay frozen. 
— The freezer itself. A well- 
insulated freezer will keep 
food frozen much longer than 
one with little insulation. 
— Size of freezer. The lar­ 
ger the freezer, the longer the 
food will stay frozen. 
If you have a locker plant 
in your area, make advance 
arrangements to take care ol 
food during an emergency. 
When transporting the food to 
the plant, wrap it in plenty of 
newspaper and blankets, 
use insulated 
boxes, 
rush the food to the 
plant. 
Your next best alternative 
is to add “dry ice” to the 
freezer to try to retain the 
cold. The more dry ice you 
use, the longer your food will 
remain frozen. Invest some 
time on the telephone, when 
you have no emergency, to 
find out where you can buy 
“ dry ice” should you need it. 
Sometimes frozen foods are 
c o m p l e t e l y or partially 
thawed betore you discover 
that your freezer is not run­ 
ning. You may safely refreeze 
foods that have thawed if 
they contain ice crystals or if 
tbtv are cold — about 40 de­ 
grees F. — provided they 
have been held at this tem­ 
perature no longer than 1 or 2 
days. But remember, use re­ 
frozen foods as soon as pos­ 
sible after the emergency. 
Always examine meat or 
poultry before 
you decide 
what to do with it, because it 
may become unsafe to eat if 
it starts to spoil. Get rid of 
the food if the color or odor 
of the thawed tood is questio­ 
nable. 
Remember, be prepared for 
when your home freezer stops 
running. Don t let a power 
blackout wipe out your frozen 
foods.

Com that is 
warm to the touch should be 
turned down. It will almost 
certainly taste starchy, and 
the kernels will be tough. 
The sugar m com turns to 
starch with time and warmth, 
and it doesn't take long if the 
com is not kept cold. If the 
rorn has husks, they should 
be fresh and green, not dry 
and straw-colored. Keep com 
cold and humid until it is 
used, and use it as soon as 
poosible after you buy it. 
Serve fresh com tonight to 
give the iamiiy the enjoyment 
of wholesome food fresh from 
the fields where America’s 
farmers have been working to 
turn out a fine crop for you. 
And here’s a nutrition tip. 
Most com now on the market 
is yellow, as it should be, be­ 
cause 
it 
has 
considerable 
vitamin A while white corn 
has none.

A warning to refrain from 
using the weed killer Para­ 


quat in any manner that is in 


conflict with its registered la­ 
bel has been issued by Los 


Angeles Countv Agricultural 
Commissioner fcalph W. Lich­ 
ty. 
The 
warning, 
issued 
to 
school districts and park de­ 
partments, came in the wake 
of the death of a Cerritos 
High School student who acci­ 
dentally consumed Paraquat 
that had been illegally kept in 
a beverage bottle. 
“ Needless tragedy can be 


avoided by strict observance 
of one of the basic pesticide 
s a f e t y rules—always keep 
pesticides in the original la­ 
beled container,” said Lichty. 
The law, he said, requires 
that hazardous pesticides be 
stored 
in 
an 
inaccessible 
place such as a locked cabinet. 
“ It is illegal to transfer pes­ 
ticides into another container. 
Even though a person thinks 
he will remember what the 
chemical is without the label, 
he can never be certain and 
there is no way to check the 
directions and precautions,” 
Lichty added.

Meroney pointed to a bill by 
Assemblyman

Cullen,

Transportation 
Committee. 
The measure died for the lack 
of a second after Cullen tried 
to amend it to include the ad­ 
ministration’s 
single 
plate 
proposal. 
The Cullen bill was opposed 
by law enforcement officials,

Warm spring winds today 
blow clouds of falling cherry 
blossoml through the grounds 
of Yasukuni Shrine, memorial 
to 2.4 million servicemen kil­ 
led in Japan’s wars since 
1867. 
A blizzard of political con­ 
trovert v also howls through 
this well-tended shrine of Ja­ 
pan's old Shinto religion in 
central Tokyo. 
Although it is Japan’s lead­ 
ing memorial to its war dead, 
Yasukuni Shrine now is a pri­ 
vate church of the Shinto faith. 
Supported by the govern­ 
ment until Japan’s World War 
II defeat in 1945, the shrine 
was stripped of its official 
status bv the U.S. oreiination 


government headed by the 
late Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
¡he Japanese constitution 
of 1948 separated church and 
state. * 
In a surprise move April 18.
